PEARY PREDICTS ANOTHER U. S. 
CANAL ACROSS THE ISTHMUS 


Says Panama Waterway Is Not Ade- 
quate to Handle Vast Volume 

of Shipping. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 7.—Rear-Admi- 
ral Robert E. Peary in an address be- 
fore the Geographical Society of Phila- 
delphia last night predicted that the 
Government would, within a few years, 
build another great canal across the 
Central American isthmus. 
‘The Panama Canal,’’ said Admiral 
Peary, is not great enough to handle the 
vast amount of commerce which seeks 
passage and the only course open is the 
building of another canal across Nica- 
ragua. The work will be of practically 
the same magnitude as that which re- 
sulted in the Panama waterway.”

I) PENITENTIARY 
FOR REALTY FRAUD 


Supreme: Court Commissioner 
So Rules in Case of County 
Operator. 


SENTENCE THREE YEARS 


Conviction on Charge of Third 
Degree Forgery Sustained; 
Now in Arkansas. 


Beverly C. Stevens, up to two years 
ago the most prominent real estate deal- 
er in St. Louis County, must serve three 
years in the penitentiary, according to a 
ruling yesterday by Commissioner Roy 
of the Missouri Supreme Court, whe 
Sustained the conviction of Stevens in 
the St. Charles Circuit Court, in July, 
1915, om a charge of third degree for- 
ery. 

Stevens’ office was in Clayton at the 
time of the exposure of his real estate 
deals in 1914. He is now said to be in 
business in Arkansas. Supreme Court 
Marshal Shult hes gone ~fter him and 
will take him to the Jefferson City pen- 
itentiary. 

73 Indictments 

Within a short time after the discov- 
ery of the nature of Stevens’ deals in 
deeds of trust 73 indictments were re- 
turned against him by the St. Louis 
County grand fury. Among those who 
made complaints against him were 
widows and orphans and trustees of 
estates. 

Developments showed that in many 
cases Stevens had sold duplicate and 
forged deeds of trust and that he also 
had resold many deeds of trust after 
they had been released on the records in 
the County Recorder’s office. 

The total amount of the alleged frauds 
was placed at more than $100,000. 

Case of Promissory Note. 

The charge on which Stevens must 
now serve a penitentiary term was tiat 
he forged the names of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles E. Kelpe to a promissory note 
for $2500, May 23, 1914. 

After Stevens had been found guilty 
on this charge, in the Clayton Circuit 
Court, changes of venue were taken on 
most of the other cases. 

In Judge Cave's court in St. Louis 
Stevens was found guilty on an embez- 
zliement charge and his punishment was 
fixed at three years, but he was iwt 
formally sentenced. The other cases 
against him were never tried.

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NOTED ST. LOUIS COLLECTOR 
OF SNAKES DIES AT 74 


Julius Hurter Sr, In Understood to 
Have Willed Collection to 
Smithsonian Institution, 

Julius Hurter Sr. of 2346 South Tenth 
street, noted sn:.ke hunter and herpe- 
tologist, owner of one of the most com- 
plete collection: of reptiles in the world, 
died at 12:15 p. m. yesterday, following 
an operation for the removal of gali- 

stones. He wis 74 years old. 

He is survived by two sons, Julius Jr. 
and Henry. The funeral will be at 2 p. 
m. Saturday from the residence to the 
Missouri Crematory. It is understood 
that he willed his collection to the 
Smithsonian Institution at Washington. 

Hurter bore a striking facial resem- 
blance to John D. Rockefeller. 

Hurter had traveled all over the world 
in quest of rare reptiles and amphibia. 
He captured many of these alive and 
kept them at his home until a favorable 
season for killing them and preserving 
them. 

In his

He was a member of the Academy of 
Science and the author of “‘The Her- 
petology of Missouri.”

Berlm Reports Capture of a 
Hill on the Verdun Front 
and Positions in the Latsk 
Region. 


BERLIN, Dee. 7° (by wireless to 
Sayville).—The defeated Rumanians 
are retreating along the whole front, 
following the fall of Bucharest and 
Ploechti, the War Office announced 
today. The Teutonic troops have 
captured Campino, on the railroad 
between Kronstadt and Ploechti, 20 
miles northwest of Ploechti, In yer- 
terday’s fighting more than 9000 Ru- 
manians were captured. 

The Bulgarians repulsed an attack 
by the British yesterday in the Stru- 
man sector of the Macedonian front. 
Near the Cerna River positions taken 
on the previous day by the Servians 


were recaptured. 
Gun Fire in Carpathians. 
The statement reads: 
“Front of Archduke Joseph—In the 


wooded Carpathians and on the front 
of the Moldavian Mountains, there was 
a temporary increase in artillery fite 
and advance skirmishes, from which 
there developed Russian attacks north 
of Dorna Watra and in the Trotus valé 
ley. These were repulsed.

Lioyd-George’s. difficulty xt 
present is to obtain adequate Liberal 
representation, inasmuch as nearly all 
the Téberals in Asquith’s Cabinet are 
declining to serve under him. However, 
it was decided at a meeting of the Lib- 
eral war~committee, attended by 30 
members, to suport the new Premier 
actively.' The Labor parllamentary party 
adopted: a resolution expressing the 
hope that. ‘‘in this.supreme crisis an en- 
deavor will be made by the new Govern- 
ment to settle the Irish question and 
bring about the widest measure of co-op- 
eration of all forces and energies of the 
nation and the empire.”’

LONDON, Dec. 7.—‘‘The fall of Bucha- 


rest is without military significance, 
but I have no desire to underrate the 
fact that its surrender has a consider- 
able mora! and political effect,” said 
Gen. F. B. Maurice, chief director of 
military operations at the British War 
Office, in discussing with the Associat- 
ed Press today the latest military oper- 
ations of the entente allies. 

“The Rumavian army is still intact, as 
it was never in danger of great loss 
until it made the stand on the Argechu, 
where it wis defeated.

Foreign Office Gives Reasons 
for Conclusions of Submarine 
Commander. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Germany, in 
a note made public ty the Srate Depart- 
ment, today contends that the British 
steamer Arabia, sunk in the Mediter- 
ranean on Nov. 6 was in reality “a 
transport ship for troops in the serv- 
ice of the British Government, which 
is to be considered as an auxtfliary war- 
ship, according to international law, and 
can therefore be treated like @ war- 
ship.”’ 

The German Government's attitude, 
however, like that in the Marina case, 
ig expected to be one of readiness to 
make amends if it be shown that the 
submarine commander violated Ger- 
many’s pledges to the United States. 

Text of Arabia Note. — 

The note, addressed by the Berlin 
Foreign Office to Charge Grew in reply 
to inquiries, made on instructions from 
Washington, follows: 

“Foreign Office, Berlin, Dec. 4, 1916.— 
The undersigned -has the honor to in- 
form Mr. Grew, charge daffairs of the 


United States of America, In reply to 
the note of the 2lst ultimo., that the 
investigation conducted by the German 
Government cancerning the sinking of 
the British steamer Arabia, has led to 
the following results: 

“On the morning of Nov. 6 a German 
submarine encountered a large steamer 
coming from the Corigo Straits, 100 nau- 
tical miles west of the Island of Corigio. 
The steamer wus painted black and had 
a black «superstructure and not, as is 
Otherwise the case with P. & O. line 
superstructures, a light color. The 
Steamer, which was identical with the 
Arabia, was not traveling on the route 
regularly used by the passenger steam- 
ers between Port Said and Malta, as ‘s 
made plain on the enclosed map, but was 
taking a zigzag course, 120 nautical 
miles north of that route. Her course, 
on which the submarine passed three 
Similar steamers at the sdme spot on the 
Same morning, leads from the Aegean to 
Malta, so that the Arabia was moving 
on the transport route Corigo-Malta, 
used solely for war purposes, according 
to the experience until now. 


Many Chinese on Board. 

“The commander of the submarine fur- 
ther ascertained that there were large 
batches of Chinese and other colored 
persons in their national costumes on 
board the steamer. He considered them 
to be workmen, soldiers, such as are 
used in great numbers behind the front 
by the enemies of Germany. In spite 
of the clear weather and careful ob- 
servation, he did not perceive any wom- 
en and children. 

“In’ these circumstances, the com- 
mander of the submarine was convinced 
that in the case of this steamer he was 
concerned with a transport ship for 
troops in the service of the British Gov- 
ernment. which is to be considered as an 
auxiliary warship, according to inter-

MORE THAN 50,000 HAVE 
ASKED FOR FARM BANK LOANS 


Total Applied for Is 8$150,000,000, or 
Seventeen Times Amount That Will

the Farm Loan Board announced to- 
day that more than 50,000 farmers had 
applied for mortgage loans, aggregating 
approximately $150,000,000 or more than 
17 times the amount of money which 
will be immediately available for loans 
on the organization of the 12 farm loan 
banks.

NORWEGIAN SHIP ESCAPES FROM

Towing German Submarine, but Gets 
Away in Darkness—Left Com- 
mander Behind. 

LONDON, Dec. 7.—The Norwegian 
steamer Solvang has arrived in an En- 
glish port with the story of having es- 
caped from a German submarine when 
the hawser with which she was towing 
the U-boat parted in the middle of the 
night, but left her own captain aboard 
the raider. 

The -Solvang was stopped in the 
Straits of Gibraltar by a submarine, 
which had both German and Austrian 
officers on board, and was told to take 
the U boat in tow, as she desired to 
proceed to the Madeira Islands without 
waiting for oil fuel. The steamer was 
instructed that she would be expected 
to wait near the Madeiras to bring the 
raider back.

Miss Rose Helen Kaiser, who is said 
to have succeeded Miss Rae Tanzer in 
his attentions, took both Wax's hands 
and said, with tears tn her eyes, “I’m 
so sorry for you.”’ 

Another young woman, Miss Blanche 
Younger, when asked by one of the Gov- 
ernment representatives why she didn’t 
shake hands with him, said that she 
would if Wax would permit her to,, She, 
too, told him how sorry she felt for 
him, 


Some Who Identified Him. 
The persons who established the iden- 


tity of Wax as the elusive ‘“‘Oliver’’ to 
the satisfaction of the Federal author- 
ities, however, were James W. Osborne, 
mistaken for Wax, either wittingly or 
unwittingly by Miss Tanzer, according 
to the prosecution, and Mrs. Osborne. 
They were corroborated by Edwin Will- 
cox, Osborne’s ass'‘stant; Mr. and Mrs. 
Stewart Denham, at whose home Wax 
roomed, and W. 8S. Kitchen, manager of 
the Plainfield Hotel, where Miss Tanzer 
alleges she spent an afternoon with 
“Oliver.” Wax had admitted his iden- 
tity to the Osbornes many months ago 
and then disappeared. 

In every instance Wax was almost 
instantly recognized, although he stood 
in line with newspaper reporters, pho- 
tographers and Federal officers. In- 
variably Wax smiled when greeted and 
shook hands warmly. 

Wax did not recognize Kitchen until 
the latter recounted a conversation they 
had before Wax engaged a room. Then 
Wax related in detail the circumstances 
of his visit to the hostelry and deacribed 
to the minutest detail the hotel’s inte- 
rior. He identified the signature on the 
register and wrote duplicates of it for 
purposes of comparison. .ahe signature 
was one of the chief points in the many 
actions that have grown out of the 
case. 


Tells of His Adventures, 
After the Federal officer in charge 


had announced late yesterday that there 
would be no other visitors, Wax’s only 
comment was that he was ‘very hun- 
gry.’ On being assured that dinner 
would be ordered forthwith, he told re- 
porters something of his adventures. 
Wax detailed his military record in 
the Philippines, where he said he served 
for three years as interpreter to Major- 
General Leonard Wood. He received 
a jagged ‘‘bolo’’ wound on the left fore- 
arm and proudly showed the scar. He 
was honorably discharged with the rank 
of Sergeant, he said, and this statement 
was borne out by the Government offi- 
cers who had him in charge. He boast- 
ed of his ability to speak six languages 
and gave an exhibition of his linguistic 
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ie 


romantic entanglements, other than to 


say he had “loved many women.” 

Wax has yet to face Miss Tanzer, the 
factory worker whose $250,000 breach of 
promise suit against James W. Osvorne, 
whom she Accused of courting her as 
“Oliver Osborne,” led to a succession 
of legal proceedings. Wax admitted it 
was he who made love to Miss Tanger. 

Miss Tanzer Not Called In.

The President sent from the White 
House the following tribute to Bryan,. 
which was read by the toastmaster 
and loudly cheered: 

“Will you not be kind enough to 
convey my very cordial greetings to 
Mr. Bryan and to those who are as- 
sembled to do him honor at the din- 
ner on Wednesday evening? In the 
recent carfipaign no one rendered more 
unselfish service that Mr. Bfyan, and 
I am happy to know that this dinner 
expresses the genuine admiratior. of all 
Democrats for him. May I net by this 
means convey to him my warmest con- 
gratulations and best wishes for nis 
continued: health and happiness." 

The speakers, in addition to Bryan, 
were Senators Hollis of New Hamp-. 
shire, Walsh of Montana and Phelan 
of California and Congressmen Kitchin 
of North Carolina and Bailey of Penn- 
Sylvania. Bryan was the last speaker. 

After enumerating the achievements 
of the administration, he paid this trib- 
ute to the President: 

“These are some of the things ac- 
complished within the short term of 
one administration under the leader- 
ship of a great Democratic President 
loyally supported by a Democratic 
Congress.”’ 


Discusses the Future. 
Discussing the future, Bryan said: 
“But we study the past not merely 

for the enjoyment that it gives, but 
for the light that it throws upon the 
future. Humanity moves along well 
defined ‘lines and in obedience to laws 
easily understood. When a surveyor 
tells you that an established line when 
extended a certain distance will reach 
a certain point, he is not uttering a 
Prophecy. He is simply stating a fact. 
And so it is not prediction to point out 
what is coming if we understand the 
forces that are at work in society. 

“Before taking up the things which 
should be secured, it is worth while to 
consider for a mament two things that 
should be prevented. We cannot afford 
to allow any backward step, no matter 
whether our progress in reforms is slow 
or rapid. 

“An effort is now being made by the 
railroads to secure legislation, and, if 
necessary, a constitutional amendment 
depriving the states of. all regulativs 
power over them and giving to Con- 
gress exclusive control over railroad reg- 
ulation. This is the most far-reaching 
change that has been proposed since the 
organization of our Government, and 
which, if made, would involve incalcui1- 
ble harm. The fact that the railroads 
ask for it is conclusive proof that it is 
not intended to make the regulation 
more stringent but rather to relieve the 
railroads of regulation attempted by the 
states. 

“The consolidation of all railroad legis- 
lation at Washington would not only 
transfer to the national Capital an 
amount of work which would overw helm 
the national authorities, and, therefore, 
decrease the efficiency of the Federal 
supervision, but it would bring a rail- 
road influence into the election of every 
Congressman and every Senator as well 
as intensify the railroads’ interest in 
presidential campaigns. It would do 
more than that. It would practically 
obliterate state lines and lead to a cen- 
tralization which would threaten the 
very existence of our dual form of Gov- 
ernment. We must pause in our fore- 
ward march long enough to thwart this 
attempt. National remedies should oe 
added to state remedies, not substituted 
for them. 


" Menace of Militarism. 

We cannot afford to shut our eyes 
to the menace of militarism as it is 
now presented in concrete form. A 
large increase in the number of army 
rs drawing salaries for 
life, and train in a profession which 
teaches reliance upon the steel blade, 
rather than upon the sword of truth, 
tends to substitute false standard of 
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honor for the more peaceful standards

“Tt is not unnatural that the magnify- , 
ing of the profession of arms should 
give support to the proposal for uni- | 
versal military service, a system which | 
is not only unnecessary, but the adop- | 4 
tion of which could not fail to breed j 
that military spirit which has contrib- 
uted so largely to the encouragement 
of war in other lands. We must not 
allow the character of our nation to be 
transformed; we cannot afford to ex- 
change our moral prestige for the privi- 
lege of terrorizing people with a display 
of physical force.”’ 

Bryan departed from the prepared text 
of his speech to advocate & referendum 
in proposed declarations of war. 

“The experience through which Europe 
is passing,” he said, “suggests the adop- 
tion of a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for a referendum on any decla- 
ration of war, except when the coun- 
try is actually invaded. This will not 
only be a safeguard to us, but it will 
be an example to the nations of Europe, 
where the right to declare war is vest- 
ed in the executive instead of with the 
legislative body, as here.” 

On the “Dry” Question. 

Bryan said, in favor of extending 
“Ary” territory: “I have saved for the 
last the reform which will involve the 
fiercest contest, and which will, when 
accomplished, bring the largest benefit, 
namely, abolition of the saloon. 

“The Democratic party, having won 
without the aid of the wet cities and 
having received the support of nearly 
all the prohibition States and the States 
where women vote, is released from any 
obligation to the lNquor traffic. It is 
free to take the moral side of this great 
moral issue, and I have no doubt that 
it will live up to its opportunities and 
obligations. 

“The argument that national prohibi- 
tion is an asasult upon the rights of 
the States has little weight in the 
States which have already adopted pro- 
hibition, and its weight in the nation 
will, therefore, diminish as the number 
of prohibition States increases. No 
friends of State government need be un- 
easy. The defense of the rights of the 
States can safely be entrusted to men 
who are sober and to those who en- 
courage sobriety by removing the temp- 
tation that surrounds drinking places.”’ 

Represéntative Bailey of Pennsylva- 
nia, a lifelong friend of Bryan, launched 
a 1920 presidential boom for the former 
Secretary of State amid great applause. 
He said Bryan was the logical candi-

receipts of $127,969.43, and expenditures of 
$126,555.47, the largest fund ever collect- 
ed and spent in a Missouri campaign. 
The fund was derived from assess- 
ments of State employes, most of whorn 
contributed 2 per cent of one year’s sal- 
ary; a contribution of $46,500 from the 
Democratic National Committee, which 
was by far the largest sum ever sent 
into Missouri by the national organiza- 
tion of either party, and contributions 
from candidates and others interested 
in the success of the Democratic ticket 
The expenditures are shown so far as 
the names of the recipients of lump 
sums of the money {fs concerned, but lit- 
tle information is given as to the pur- 
pose for which the money was used. 
Members of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee of St. Louis received $19,765. 


Policemen Here Gave $4515. 
James Espy, secretary of the St. Louis 


Poard of Police Commissioners, collect- 
ed $4515 from policemen and in addition 
there were a number of contributions 
in the names of the individual policemen. 

The attempt of the committee to col- 
lect a campaign fund from the teachers 
of the State does not appear in the re- 
port to have been successful. There 
are no entries which can be traced to 
the State educational institutions, and if 
collections were taken there they were 
entered in the names of persons not 
widely known as being connected with 
the institutions. 

The $1000 contribution shown in the 
personal report of Governor-elect Gard- 
ner, on file in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State in Jefferson City, appears 
in the State Committee report. There 
also appears a contribution of $2500 from 
his brother, Russell E. Gardner, and 
$1012 as a ‘“‘collection at the St. Louis 
Coffin Co,’’ of which the Governor-elect 
is president. 

Among the expenditures of the com- 
mittee the amounts received by the 
members of the Democratic committee 
of St. Louis are interesting as show- 
ing the needs of ward politics. Most of 
the committeemen received their allot- 
ments of cash in four’ installments. 
Early in September nearly al’ the *om- 
mitteemen received from $65 to $£50 each. 
The latter part of September there was 
another allotment of from $75 to $240 
each. Oct. 11 each was paid $100, and 
Nov. 3, a few days before the election, 
they received the bulk of™“their money, 
the amounts ranging from $350 to $700.

REPUBLICAN STATE 
CAMPAIGN’S COST 


The cost of the 1916 Republican cam- 
paign in Missouri, according to the 
State Committee's report, filed here yes- 
terday in the Recorder’s office, was $89,- 
7#. The available campaign fund, con- 
tributed from all sources was $84,142, of 
which $466 remained on hand. There 


were, however, unpaid obligations 
amounting to $6064, leaving, therefore, « 
deficit of $5598. 

Individual contributors numbered 160 
cad the amounts they gave ranged from 
2% cents to $2500. Contributions from 
the Republican National Committee at 
various times in the campaign totaled 
$25,466, and the National Republican Con- 
gressional Committee gave $10,000. 

The statement covered the period from 
Aug. 22 to Dec. 6 and was in two parts. 
ihe first covering receipts and disburse 
ments up to Oct. 10, when State Chair- 
man Hukriede was acting treasurer, and 
the second covering the remainder cf

NOT YET READY 
10 ACCEPT PEAGE 


Church Secretary Says Effort by 
America Now Might Cause 
Great Harm. 


Now is not the time for the United 
States to attempt to bring about 
peace in Europe, in the opinion of the 
Rev. Charles S. Macfarland, general 
secretary. of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ ih America, who 
reported to the council, in session at 
the Second Baptist Church today, his 
observations on a tour of the war- 
of He visited 
England, France and last 


ring nations Kurope. 


Germany 
January. 

“A mistaken movement for peace at 
this time might work incalculable 
harm and delay,’ Dr. Macfarland de- 
Clared in his report. 

“The general attitude in Germany 
has undergone a marked change from 
the manifest spirit of bitterness at 
the beginning of the war to their 
present attitude of Christian recon- 
ciliation, which they declare to be 
without reference to the _ political] 
differences they still maintain. I be- 
lieve they might easily be ready for 
an adjustment on the assumption of 
the situation before the war: in other 
words, on even terms. The allies, 
however, especially France, are not 
ready for this.’’ 


Dr. North Elected President. 

The Rev. Dr. Frank North of New 
York, correspénéin secretary of the 
Board of Foreign MisSions of the Meth- 
odist Church, was elected president of 
the council at last night’s meeting, after 
having declined the position earlier in 
the day. Dr. North is widely known 
as the author of a hymn on social serv- 
ice, beginning ‘‘Where Cross the Crowd- 
ed Ways of Life.” This hymn was 
placed in the new hymnal of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, by action of 
the recent general convention of that 
church, held in St. Louis. 

The Rev. Dr. Rivington D. Lord and 
A. R. Kimball, also of New York, were 
re-elected corresponding secretary and 
treasurer of the council, all the elec- 
tions being for terms of four vears. 

Dr. North, as chairman of the coun- 
cil’s Executive Committee during the 
last four years, made his report today, 
describing the organization’s work and 
growth during that period. The spe- 
cific work of the council, which he de- 
scribed, included war relief propaganda, 
the increase of chaplains in the army 
and navy, rural survey of Ohio, .the 
visit of the general secretary, Dr. 
Charles Macfarland, to the European 
countries at war; the visit to Japan in 
the interest of friendly relations with 
this country, and the bringing of Japa- 
nese labor leaders to America. 

Ministers’ Pension Fund. 

A plan for an_ interdenominational 
pension fund for ministers was con- 
tained in a resolution offered by the 
Rev. Dr. William H. Roberts, stated 
clerk of the Presbvterian General As- 
sembly. The proposal was referred to 
the Business Committee of the Council., 

The Home Missions Council, in its re- 
port to the Federal Council, this after- 
noon, recorded progtfess of the Amer- 
ican Indian and the negro. It was stat- 
ed that the Indians are more than hold- 
ing their own in population and that 
a generation of ‘‘alert, enterprising In- 
dian citizens and church members’’ is 
growing up. The Home Mission Boards, 
it was stated, have arranged a division 
of their Indian work, to avoid overlap- 
ping. 

Of the Southern negroes, it was stated 
70 per cent can read and write, as com- 
pared with 10 per cent a half century 
ago. They have built and control 200 
private schools. 

Wealth of Negroes. 

“A half million negroes,’ the report 
says, “own homes and farms valued 
at a billion dollars; 1000 patents have 
been entered in the Patent Office by 
colored people; 30,000 negroes are en- 
gaged as architects, electricians, pho- 
tographers, druggists, physicians, own- 
ers of department stores, mines, cotton 
mills, dry goods stores and wholesale 
houses. They publish 400 newspapers. 
Wisely the colored man has turned from 
the crowded cities to the open country] 
in the South. Forty per cent of all 
agricultural laborers in the South are 
negroes.”’ 

Regarding the work of 
cities, the report says: 

“One sermon a week to a selected au- 
dience of a few hundred people is likely 
to be very satisfactory to this chosen 
company, while it is a totally inexcusable 
extravagance of the Lord’s money. Re- 
leasing us from unnecessary denomina- 
tional competition may permit us to 
cash in many millions of dollars of 
unearned increment on our real es- 
state, with the consequence that vast 
funds will be released and ample ener- 
gies liberated by which every section of 
every city can have an adequate admin- 
istration representative of the types Of 
our faith properly needed and reasonably 
proportioned to the magnitude of the 
task.’’

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A more definite idea of the greater 
expense attaching to this year’s com- 
munity hospitality to the destitute fam- 


ilies, children and homeless men in S8t. 
Louis, through the Post-Dispatch Christ- 
mas Festival, was had through reports 
to the Executive Committee of that in- 
stitution at its weekly meeting vyes- 
terdayv. In every branch of the eveat 
there is heavier cost. 

Chairman James A. Reardon wf the 
Gift Committee reported that his pur- 
chases of dolls, hockey caps, pocket 
knives, rubber balis and buzgzers aggre- 
gated about $400 more than last year, 
and yet some of these purchases were 
made several months ago. Pocket 
knives, for instance, are today nearly 
double what he paid earlier in the vear, 
and without exception he got in ahead 
of a substantial portion of the increased 
price as it stands today. 

The dinners for homeless men are to 
cost 20 per cent more than last year, as 
shown by the proposa! submitted. The 
neavier cost of the Jinner basket sup- 
plies was indicat:.: ‘» detafled figures 
published in the : - ispatch on Sun- 
day. Some of thes: \:7\e advanced more 
than 100 per cent, from wiich the range 
downward is to 20 per cent. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee approved the report 
of the Purchasing Committee, of which 
Louis Nolte is chairman, to fill the 
baskets with about the same supplies 
as last vear. 

Hospitality Won't Be Curtailed. 

While the cost of the hospitality is 
thus shown to be largely increased, it 
is not the purpose to curtail the scepe 
of it to the slightest extent. It prob- 
ably will be found that there are fewer 
destitute persons for whom this com- 
munity hospitality agency must provide 
Christmas comfort and cheer than ‘n 
most former years, owing to the wider 
range of employment, but it is not be- 
lieved that tha reduction in this line 


will offset the greater cost of supplies. j 


Hence it is regarded as inevitable that 
a substantially larger financial support 
of the cause this vear wiil be found nec- 
essary and that the $12,000 submitted to 
the public as the estimate will prove 
to be rather below than in excess of the 
requirement. 

The Committee on Lists, of which Dr. 
George B. Mangold is chairman, and of 
which C. M. Hubbard, C. J. Kehoe and 
Oscar Leonard, representing three of 
the older and more extensive charity 
agencies of the city, are advisers in the 
matter of an improved system, an- 
nounced a gratifying change in the di- 
rection of delivery of the baskets. Un- 
der the new order fully two-thirds cf 
the baskets can and will be delivered 
direct to the families, instead of hav- 
ing the recipients call at a central sta- 
tlon for them.

A LITTLE LEAVEN., 
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THE BRITISH CRISIS. 
Lioyd-George undertakes the task of organiz- 
ing a new Cabinet under extraordinary condi- 
tions. The British nation is confronting the 
greatest crisis/in its history— a crisis involving 
the vital interests, if not the life, of the British 
empire. 

Having come into power and popularity as the 
vigorous and courageous leader of the radical 
wing of the Liberals, he is now called to the head 
of the Government as the idol of the Tories, his 
former enemies. A few years ago, when Lloyd- 
George was fighting aristocratic privilege and 
land monopoly he was the black beast to the 
men who are now demanding his governmental 
léadership. 

From the leadership of the British democracy 
he assumes the leadership of the forces of cen- 
tralization. The crisis which brings him to the 
front he has in the main caused by demanding 
with his former enemies of the Conservative 
benches and the Conservative press a practical 
dictatorship for the conduct of the war. As the 
conduct of the war nearly absorbs the ener- 
gies and vesources of the nation, the demand is 
in effect for a national dictatorship. The Lloyd- 
George group insists upon a government within 
che Government, c#nposed of a small War Coun- 
cil, with the power and responsibility of direct- 
ing the war. 

It is not astonishing that Lloyd-George should 
join hands with the forces of centralization. Al- 
though he has led the British democracy, he has 
long been enamored of the German Socialistic or- 
ganization. Paternalism has been the form of 
much of his social program in behalf of the 
people. 

The new Premier has a double task, either one 
of which calls for a man of genius. He has a huge 
task of diplomacy and statesmanship at home. 
He must weld together the political forces neces- 
sary to the organization of a strong Government. 
If he succeeds in this he must then organize vic- 
tory in the field. 

Measurable success in the first task is necessary 
to obtain the opportunfty for the second. Suc- 
cess in the second will assure continued success 
at home. How much party politics and personal 
ambition have had to do with the present govern- 
mental crisis cannot be determined yet. But back 
of these tors in the upheaval is popular tur- 
moil, caused by a search for the man who is 
capable of doing the work that the nation must do. 
The British people are seeking the man of the 
hour, the leader who can command efficiency 
at home and in the field. They will overturn 
Cabinets and military staffs until they find him. 
In our Civil War Lincoln was forced to shift com- 
mand until he found in Grant the man who dem- 
onstrated successful leadership with a sheaf of 
victories. 

Lloyd-George has proved his possession of 
great qualities of leadership. In energy, resource- 
fulness, magnetism, vision, he is easily the first 
man in England. Has he the qualities of parlia- 
mentary and governmental leadership—the astute- 
ness, diplomacy, skill and executive ability which 
have served Asquith in holding and directing his 
Liberal forces for the performance of a construc- 
tive legislative program and in combining all fac- 
tions for more than two years of the most stren- 
uous work of war? | 

All of this is in the lap of the future. Several 
governmental crises may be necessary to a de- 
cision. The political battle in London is of 
greater interest and importance than any part 
of the struggle at the front. It may have a far- 
reaching influence on the war, its duration and 
decision. It may greatly influence our relations 
with Great Britain and our attitude in the war. 
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The high prices due to excess of gold has made 
it a serious matter to grubstake miners. 
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WISE AND UNWISE BELGIANS.

After the capture of Brussels and Antwerp, tens 
of ened. |G of Belgians fled to Holland and were 


interned.:'/Germany’s early policy after tighten- 
ing her hoki on Belgium was to induce &s many 
as possible of these refugees to return. The Hol- 
land Government, burdened with the care of the 
unfortunates, induced large numbers to go back 
on a specific agreement with the German authori- 
ties as to their treatment. This agreement includ- 
ed the stipulation that they should not be taken to 
Germany. 

-The Netherlands, accordingly, which became & 
party to the guarantee, has a very material and 
compelling interest in its deliberate violation. If 
Germany regards this, like prior engagements re- 
specting Belgium, as only a scrap of paper, Hol- 
land purposes that the world shall understand 
that she, too, was victimized and that she does 
not desire to share in the humiliation or the re- 
proach. 

Those wiser Belgians who did not trust Ger- 
many and refused to go back, remaining in Hol- 
land or proceeding to other.countries, knew what 
they were about. 
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GIVE HIM A MOTOR TRUCE. 

It is to be hoped that no croaking penny-pinch- 
er will arfme to assail that item in the national 
budget which recommends an appropriation of 
$6000 to buy an automobile for the Secretary of 
State. What if it be true that he would be as 
certain to get hither and yon in-a machine that 
would cost only a twelfth of the money? No doubt 
many an honest, plain son of the soil actually 
does find the democratic flivver all anybody needs, 
but what of it? What difference does it make, 
pray, if many a potential President of the United 
States, to say nothing of Cabinet members, does 
not find it beneath his dignity to trudge about 
on foot or trundle along in the humble street 
car? | 

Put yourself, O ye congenital carpers, into the 
other fellow’s place. Suppose, if your supposer 
is working good, that you were Secretary of 
State. Suppose that you had to tote around with 
you the Mexican imbroglio and the painful re- 
alization that Villa refuses to be got. Suppose 
that you had to conduct a row with England about 
the mails and another with Germany about sub- 
marines. Suppose you had on your hands the 
Santo Domingo shindy, the Cuban election and the 
Japan-China muddle, Suppose you were trying 
to settle the Belgian deportation ‘business and 


were trying to get Tarkow-Tarnowski across the 
Atlantic. Would you, in all candor and fairness, 
be willing to carry all that burden around in a’ 
flivver?

The 10-cent cut in the tax rate, reported to be 
agreed upon by Mayor Kiel and Comptroller Play- 
er, is a picayunish policy. 

The plea of poverty is the usual obstacle to 
im.- \vements in St. Louis. It is the chronic ob- 
jection of the Comptroller, who recently threat- 
ened the city with bankruptcy on account of the 
municipal bridge and other public works. 

Because we happen to have a little extra money 
in the mil] tax payment, part of this windfall is 
to be taken for current expenses and we are 
warned that appropriations for things needed will 
have ‘to be cut. - 

It is easy to cut the tax rate, but the hardest 
thing in the world to get it raised again, on ac- 
count of politics; so probably Messrs. Kiel and 
Player will leave the city a legacy of poverty 
which will be a bar to progress for years to come. 

The tax cut may be good politics in the smallest 
sense of the word, but it is bad municipal busi- 
ness. We need more, not less, revenue. But we 
should have it spent in the right direction—not 
to support political hangers-on at the city hall. 
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The international peace arrangement should 
be carved in granite. No more “scraps of paper.” 
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THIRD TERM FOR WILSON. 

Ex-Boss Croker returns to this country to pre- 
dict that President Wilson- will, be given a third 
term and that this honor will be accorded with 
the support of “Republicans and all persons who 
are interested in good governmené.” 

It is perhaps natural that a tribute to Mr. Wil- 
son from one who has been out of touch witno 
the country for some years should take this form. 
[It happens, too, that Mr. Wilson is not bound by 
any “under-no-circumstances” pledges.

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JUDGE GRIMM AND THE JUVENILE COURT. 

Judge Grimm’s explanatjon of why he did not 
yield to the request of many forward-looking citi- 
zens that he remain-in charge of the Juvenile 
Court for another year is both clear and con- 
vincing. He felt that he did not wish to retain 
the burden with the handicaps involved in the 
present system. Believing that the Judges of the 
Circuit Court as a whole might be able to find 
a way out of the difficulty, he thought it bad taste 
in him to outline to the other Judges the condi- 
tions upon which he would be willing to retain 
the place. : 

The jurist’s theory of what the Juvenile Court 
ought to be are in line with Post-Dispatch sug- 
gestions on the subject To link the Juvenile 
Court to a criminal division he declares inde- 
fensible from any point of view. It ought to te 
a separate division and the man in charge of it 
ought to be free to give it the time and attention 
it deserves. He should rot be troubled with jury 
cases elsewhere. He shnuld not be subjected to 
the embarrassment and difficulty of finding his 
own substitute if, for any reason, he must be ab- 
sent from his duties. 

It is to be hoped that the Judges in general 
term will find a means to remedy matters. If it 
is necessary, the people should be willing to in- 
crease the number of Judges. St. Louis cannot 
afford ta be dilatory or negligent about a matter 
that touches the welfare of the children. 
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There is a movement on foot among the reg- 
ular pastors to put all evangelists on salary to 
keep them from making so much money by collec- 
tions.

When 
the backs are lugging the ball for touchdowns 
and the kickers are amazing the spectators with 
field. goals d spiral punts, the humble but 
necessary guard is down in the mass, almost un- 
noticed, performing the routine work indispen- 
sable for the success of his team. All year long 
McAnaw had been doing his work faithfully, for 
the love of the game and the glory of his alma 
mater. 

The climax towards which coaches and players 

had for weeks been striving was to come with 
the annual Missouri-Kansas contest. Always the 
“big game’”’ at both institutions, this year it was 
to be of special interest because the opponents 
seemed evenly matched and a conference cham- 
pionship depended upon the outcome. 
Almost at the.eleventh hour Frank was called 
to his home at Cameron, Mo., by the news that 
his father was critically ill. His loss to the team 
Staggered the hopes of the Missourians and bet- 
ting odds umded to 2 to 1 on Kansas. 

When the yotng man appeared at his father’s 
bedside, the elder McAnaw told him he must let 
no consideration keep him out of the game; that 
he owed it to his college and his teammates to 
go in and play to the utmost there was in him. 
Rather reluctantly Frank rejoined his squad on 
its way to Lawrence. 

The story of how the outweighed line of. which 
he was a part performed its task on that day will 
go down into the traditions at Missouri. At home 
the rapidly failing father waited impatiently to 
hear the a irae told him his boy's 
team had won. Ten minutes later he was dead.

In New York he has appeared 
in the drawing room of Mrs. Benjamin 
Guinness and other society women have 
been charmed by his beautiful and ex- 
otic performance, 

An Artist in a Perfect Studio. 
Sitting in a chair covered with a mar- 
velous gold-colored kimono decorated 
with scarlet birds, I talked with Michio 
Itow about the dancing of the East and 
West. He is a siender young man, with 
a long, rather feline face. His mouth is 
full and deeply indented; his burnished 
black hair reaches In an uncut line from 
his forehead to his neck. His long, nar- 
row brown eyes are racially brilliant 
and inexpressive, but he knows how to 
make his face a portrait gallery of emo- 
tion. Also—what is infinitely rarer, even 
among dancers—his supple body picto- 
rializes a passion with a minimum of 
violent movement. And he inhabits the 
most truly artistic studio I ever entered. 
It contains a desk, a piano, two chairs 
and a vase of yellow chrysanthemums. 
‘Tn the beginning, in my country,” he 
explained, ‘‘dancing was used to illus- 
trate poems. The poem was read or 
chanted while the dance was being per- 
formed. But I believe that dancing 
should express feeling, tel] stories direct- 
ly. I do not think that poems are neces- 
sary to it. Suppose that a little boy 
wants a donkey. Perhaps he asks for it 
by using the word. Yet, if he can look 
like a donkey, he does not need the 
word, does he?” 

‘But I am sure.” I teld Michie Itow, 
“that you never look like a donkey. 
The question is, what do you look like 
when you dance? Please tell me about 
your dances.”’ 

His Sho-Jyo Sure to Be Popular in 
New York. 
“One is called Sho-Jyo,”’ he elucidated. 
“In English I have described it as ‘The 
Spirftt of Wine—A symbol of happi- 
ness,’ ”

“In this dance,” Michio Itow continued 
gravely, “I am a young boy, with hair 
red as wine, as blood, as joy.

of establishing freight and passenger 
rates so that shippers would not longer 
be compelled to show a proposed rate 
unreasonable or see it become effective. 
Carriers seeking to aiter a rate would 
be compelled to show the change was 
reasonable. 

The recommendation is “that by stat- 
ute Congress fix the interstate rates, 
fares, charges, classifications. rules and 
regulations existing at a specific date. 
prior to that of enactment, as just and 
reasonable for the past, and provide 
that no change therein after that spe- 
cified date may be made except upon 
order of the Commission: with provis- 
ion that such statute shal! not affect 
the proceedings pending at the time of 
enactment.”’ 

The purpose of the suggestion is said 
to be mainly to correct flaws in the 
present method by which an injured 
shipper seeks reparation for payment of 
a higher rate than subsequently is ap- 
proved by the commission. 

Effect of the Change. 

It was said, however, that the effect 
of such legislation would be radical 
upon methods of rate establishment. At 
present tariffs proposing rate changers 
hled by the railroads become operative 
on a fixed date unless suspended by 
the commission and shown on hearing 
te be unreasonable, unjust or discrim- 
inatory. If existing rates ate declared 
by statute to be just and reasonable, it 
was pointed out, the burden will be on 
those who wish to change them. 

To relieve car shortage the commis- 
sion asks legislation giving it authority 
to prescribe rules governing interchange 
of cars, return to owning roads, load- 
ing conditions on foreig roads and 
compensation for the use of cars. 

The commission further recommends 
that unless the suggestions for fixing 
existing rates by statute is followed the 
law be changed to curtail the present 
period of suspension and resuspension 
of a fixed rate from 14 months to a year 
and that railroads be required to give 
60 instead of the present 30 days notice 
of proposed rate changes.

PICKET PLANT ON APPEAL 


Higher Court Says Workers Cannot 
Be Stopped From Striking er 
Remaining Near Works. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—The right of the 
members of the Tri-City Central Trades 
Council of Madison County, IIL, to picket 
the plant of the American stee! foun- 
dries was upheld today by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in a 
decision reversing the United States Dis- 
trict Court. The ‘lower court was di- 
rected to modify its decree enjoining 

picketing. 

“The right to strike for higher wages 
and improved conditions of labor is too 
firmly established to necessitate further 
elucidation,”’ the decision said. 

“In the pursuit of a lawful purpose to 
secure a raise in wages, picketing mav 
be employed, as this court has heid, to 
ascertain whom the late employer has 
persuaded or attempted to persuade t° 
accept employment, and persuasion may 
be used to induce them to refuse cr 
quit employment. 

“Undoubtedly picketing and persuasion 
would interfere with the plaintiff's con- 
duct of its business, but the lawfulness 
of the strike is not to be tested by any 
such incidental effect of it.”

“It seems likely,’’ Baker says, ‘‘that 
schools of this sort would spread the 
field of selection ideally over the coun- 
try and make the cadets at West Point 
and midshipmen at Annapolig bodies of 
young men selected by a demonstration 
of their special aptitude for the pursuit 
of military service.’’ 

Amplifying his suggestion, he adds: 

“The method of selection of cadets 
for West Point has for years consisted 
of designation by the President, Sen- 
ators and Representatives, with exam- 
ination as a prerequisite to acceptance; 
but we are learning daily that a nation 
efficiently organized from a military 
point of view must of necessity be effi- 
ciently organized industrially. 

“We are learning also that the ideal 
military preparation of any country is 
one which is readily expanded in an 
emergency so as to include great num- 
bers of men in the industrial and com- 
mercial life of the nation who have 
had enough preliminary training to 
make them convertible by brief addi- 
tional training into officers. 


Would Train Mechanics. 
“Should the United States ever be 


called upon to meet a great military 
emergency a large army would have to 
be sustained and supported by a highly 
co-ordinated industrial system. 

“There should therefore be in the 
country at all times a great body of 
men trained as mechanics whose places 
in such an emergency would be not in 
the ranks of the fighting forces but at 
the lathes and forges from which the 
ammunition supply of the army must be 
drawn. 

“I venture to believe that if the Fed- 
eral Government were to establish in 
a number of places throughout the 
country schools preparatory to the mili- 
tary academy at West Point and the 
naval academy at Annapolis, in which 
the rudiments of a sound education, the 
elements of mechanical skill, the prin- 
ciples of business oc-ordination, and the

800 HORSES AND 800 MULES 


East St. Louis Firm Undertakes to 
Fill It So Ships Can Leave With 
Animals Dec. 23. 

A rush order for %0 horses and 800 
mules was received yesterday by the 
Holland-Maxwell Commission Co., Na- 
ticnal Stockyards, from the French Gov- 
ernment. The order must be filled in 
time that a ship may sail with the ani- 
mals on Dec. 23. The company began 

filling the order today. 

The order for mules was turned over 
to the Joseph Maxwell Mule Co. The 
Gealers will not say what price the allies 
are paying for horses, but it is said to 
be-between $180 and $200, with mules 
bringing from $135 to $185.

HIGH SCHOOL PLANT WILL 


FURNISH LIGHT, HEAT, POWER 


Expected to Be Ready to Operate in 
East St. Louis Building 
by New Year. 

It is expected that the new lighting, 
heat and power plant will be ready to 
operate at the East St. Louis High 
School and Horace Mann School by the 
first of the year. One of the two en- 
ines has been installed. 

The plant will be installed at a total 
cost estimated at $9300. The light and 
power bill for the two schools, which 
adjoin, iS now about $150 a month. This 
is outside the cost of fuel. 

The new plant furnishes light, heat 
and power. The only increase in the 
operating cost of the new plant over the 
old heating plant, alone, will be the 


cost of a slightly larger amount of fuel. 
No new employes will be needed. A new 
manual training shop, not yet opened, 
will be supplied with power.

Committee Has Nearly $4000 
for the Election Investigation, 
Mostly From Democrats. 


CALLED PAWNS BY PRIEST 


Also Alludes to Inquisitors as 
Figures Through Which Ven- 
triloquist Beguiles Public. 


John B. Denvir, a Democrat, has 


been named as secretary and treasurer 
of the Citizens’ Nonpartisan Committee 
for the investigation and prosecution of 


election frauds. This was announced 
today by Paul Bakewell, chairman of 
the committee, who said also that near- 
ly $4000 has been collected, in contribu- 
tions of $100, for the committee's work, 
and that at least one-third of the contri- 
butions are from Democrats. 

Former Judge Henry 8. Priest, in a 
pecond letter to Bakewell, calls tae 
members of the committee ‘“‘pawns” and 
likens them to a ventriloquist’s dummy, 
He says the committee's object is a par- 
tisan one, and that its proposed expenc- 
itures, in some cases, are for matters 
which are not of public concern. He 
writes: 

“My dear Mr. Bakewell: My letter, 
which (with your reply) was given by 
you to the Globe-Democrat with my con- 
sent, was not intended for publication. 
It was merely a reply of an admonitory 
character to a ‘personal and confidential’ 
communication which you gent to me as 
chairman of a committee, professedly 
nonpartisan, ®ut in which I thought I 
discovered very evident earmarks of 
zealous partisanship. When I gave the 
reasons, through fear of being misun- 
derstood, for declining your bSolNcitation, 
] felt that the matter was at an end. 
However, when told that you woul 
give my letter and your reply to the 
press upon condition of my consent, I 
gave it. 

Calla It Radical Partnership. 

“Inasmuch as our correspondence has 
become public, except the first ‘personal 
and confidential’ letter, I want to make 
reply to some things sald by you, dem- 
onstrating the radical partisanship of 
your position, if your letter authorita- 
tively expresses the sentiment of your 
committee, that I did not intend making 
otherwise. 

“All of the gentlemen whose names 
are affixed to your ‘personal and confi- 
dential’ letter are my personal friends, 
whom 1 esteem very highly, but are, as 
you say you are, totally inexperienced 
in the game of politics, and, *by a one- 
sided appeal, through honest and patri- 
otic motives, are easily made the star 
players of crafty, é@xperienced politi- 
clans like my friends Howe, Stifel, 
Koeln and other very astute political 
Republican managers. 

“If I should characterize your com- 
mittee at all, I should call it neither a

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view’ today, says: 

“Rates for brokers’ demand loans 
were considerably reduced today, fall- 
ing to about the ievel prevailing be- 
fore the recent sharp advances.
